r a continuation of peace hetween the JEuropean powers. 
Should Russia and Turkey come into actual collision, 
breadetuHa would tnke a sudden rise, and the demand for 
grain from this country would bo heavy if such a war 
hould continue any length oftinie, for it would Inevilu- 
ly involve in the contest, not only Russia and Turkey, 
JUt England, lYauce, Austria, and perhaps Italy. What 
the result of the present difficulty will be no one can di- 
vine. As much as we deprecate war, and with n» cnich 
aversion as we look upon its train of concomitant cruelties 
and miseries — ;ti!l we feel that a etruggle might be the 
means of advancing the cause of humanity and republican 
measures in despotic and down-trodden Europe. The
